New Delhi, the 18fh January 1961 

G.S.R. 106.—-In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 7, 10 and 21 of 
the Indian Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Government hereby makes, 
with effect from the 1st February 1961 the following rules further to amend the 
Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, namely: 

1. These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (Amendment) Rules, 1961. 

2. For rule 1 of the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said rules), the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“1. The following rates of postage shall be chargeable on postal articles where 
the postage is prepaid:— 


Letters 


For a weight not exceeding fifteen grams ..... fifteen naye paise. 
For every fifteen grams or fraction thereof exceeding fifteen grama ■ ten naye paise. 


For a letter card 


Letter Cards 


For a single post card 
For a reply post card

Provided that such a packet shall not be delivered at any addressee’s residence 
but shall be given to a recognised agent at the post office. 

Parcels 

For a weight not exceeding four hundred grams .... fifty naye paise. 

For every four hundred grams or fraction thereof, exceeding four 

hundred grams ......... fifty naye paise.” 


3. For sub-rules (2) and (3) of rule 2 of the said Rules, the following sub-rules 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(2) On Inland postal articles other than letters, letter cards, post cards and 
parcels posted for transmission at any post office In India, an air mall fee of 
four naye paise for each ten grams or fraction thereof shall be chargeable in 
addition to the postage in the case of an unregistered article and In addition to 
the postage and registration fee in the case of a registered article. 
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(3) The prepayment of at least twentyfive per cent of air mail fee is 
obligatory: 

Provided that in respect of Inland Registered Newspapers posted at any post 
office in India but requiring air (mail) transmission only, 

(a) between Calcutta and Gauhati, or 

(b) between Calcutta and Silchar, or 

(c) between Amritsar and Srinagar (Kashmir), or 

(d) between Amritsar and Jammu-Tawi, 

a special surcharge shall be levied at the rate of two naye paise for every twenty- 
five grams or fraction thereof: 

Provided further that in respect of Inland Registered Newspapers posted at 
any post office in India but requiring air (mail) transmission only, 

(a) between Patna and Kathmandu (Nepal), or 

(b) between Srinagar and Leh/Kargil, 

a special surcharge shall be' levied at the rate of two naye paise for every fifty 
grams or fraction thereof”. 

4. For rule 2-A of the said Rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“2-A. On parcels posted for transmission by air, the following air mail fee 
shall be chargeable in addition to ordinary postage: — 


For a weight not exceeding two hundred grams .... thirty-five naye paise. 

For every two hundred grams or fraction thereof, exceeding two hund¬ 
red grams .thirty-five naye paise : 


Provided -that for parcels requiring air transmission only between Calcutta 
and Gauhati or Calcutta and Silchar the following surcharge shall be levied in 
addition to the ordinary postage: — 


For a weight not exceeding four hundred grams .... thirty naye paise. 

For every four hundred grams or fraction thereof, exceeding four 

hundred grams.thirty naye paise : 


Provided further that for parcels requiring air transmission only between 
Amritsar and Srinagar (Kashmir) or Amritsar and Jammu Tawi, the following 
surcharge shall be levied in addition to the ordinary postage: — 


For a weight not exceeding four hundred grams .... twenty naye paise. 
For every four hundred grams or fraction thereof, exceeding four 

hundred grams.twenty naye paise : 


Provided further that for parcels requiring air transmission only between 
Patna and Kathmandu, the following surcharge shall be levied in addition to 
the ordinary postage: — 


For a weight not exceeding four hundred grams .... fifteen naye paise. 

For every four hundred grams or fraction thereof, exceeding four 

hundred grams ......... fifteen naye paise : 


Provided further that for parcels requiring air transmission only between 
Silchar and Imphal the following surcharge shall be levied in addition to the 
ordinary postage:— 


For a weight not exceeding four hundred grams . . . .six naye paise, 

For every four hundred grams or fraction thereof, exceeding four 

hundred grams.Six naye paise.” 
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5, For rule 4 of the said Rules.-'the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“4. The following rates of postage shall be chargeable on delivery of Business 
Reply Envelopes and Business Reply Cards transmitted without prepayment of 
postage in accordance with rule 16.

For a weight not exceeding fifteen grams ..... fifteen naye paise. 

For every fifteen grams or frac ion thereof, exceeding fifteen grams . ten naye paise.

6. For rule 5 of the said Rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“5. The following rates of postage shall be chargeable on postal articles when 
the postage is prepaid. 

Letters. 

(A) For any part of the world served by the Foreign Post with the exception 
of Ceylon, Nepal, Pakistan and Portuguese India— 

For a weight not exceeding twenty grams ..... thirty naye paise.

(B) For Ceylon, Nepal, Pakistan and Portuguese India . Indian Inland rates.

For every fifty grams or fraction thereof, in excess of fifty grams . four naye paise. 

(B) For Ceylon, Nepal, Pakistan and Portuguese India • . Indian Inland rates for 

book packets : 
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Provided that in the case of newspapers which for the purpose of the inland 
post are treated as registered newspapers, the Indian inland rates for registered 
newspapers shall apply. 

Express delivery unregistered letters, postcards and book packets . forty naye paise in 

addition to the postage 
for the same article 
when not intended for 
express delivery. 


“Blind Literature ” packets.

Business papers (Legal and Commercial documents). 

(A) For any part of the world served by the Foreign Post with the exception

For the first fifty grams or fraction thereof ..... twelve naye paise. 

For every fifty grams or fraction thereof, in excess of fifty grams. . six naye paise : 

Provided that the charge for a packet of Business papers shall in no case be 
less than thirty naye paise. 

(B) For Ceylon, Nepal, Pakistan and Portuguese India:— . . Indian inland rates fo 

book packets. 


Sample packets. 

(A) For any part of the world served by the Foreign Post with the exception 
of Ceylon, Nepal, Pakistan and Portuguese India— 

For the first fifty grams or fraction thereof . . . . .twelve naye paise. 

For every fifty grams or fraction thereof, in excess of fifty grams . six naye paise : 

Provided that the charge for a single packet shall in no case be less than thirty 
naye paise. 

(B) For Ceylon, Nepal, Pakistan and Portuguese India . . . Indian inland rates. 


Insured Boxes. 


For a weight not exceeding fifty grams ..... twenty naye paise. 
For every additional fifty grams or fraction thereof. . . . twenty naye paise: 


Provided that the charge for a box shall in no case be less than one rupee. 


The Director General shall, from time to time, declare in the Post & Telegraph 
Guide the countries and places to which insured boxes can be transmitted by the 
Foreign Letter Post. 


Parcels. 


The Director General shall, from time to time, declare in the Post & Telegraph 
Guide the countries and places to which parcels may be transmitted by the Foreign 
Post, and the rates of postage chargeable in each case. 

Postage and other charges due on parcels which are returned as undeliverable 
from the countries and places of destination in accordance with the arrangement 
in force between India and such countries and places shall be recovered from 
senders in India”. 
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7. For rule 5-A of the said Rules, fhe following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“5-A. The rate of postage on a bulk bag of printed matter will be:— 

(a) Eighty naye paise per kilogram or fraction thereof, on the gross weight 

of the bag when the bag contains registered newspapers only, and 

(b) Rupee one and twenty five naye paise per kilogram or fraction thereof, 

on the gross weight of the bag when the contents of the bag include 
printed matter other than registered newspapers also”. 

8 . For rule 6 of the said Rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“ 6 . The rates of postage and air mail fees specified in the Schedule below shall 
be chargeable on postal articles posted at an Indian Post Office for transmission 
by air, or by air-cum-surface, routes, to the countries and places mentioned in 
the Schedule and to which such mode of transmission is available. 

Note. —At least 75 per cent of air mail fees shall be prepaid, otherwise this 
article will be sent by surface route. The registration fee in the case of registered 
articles shall be in addition to the charges mentioned in the Schedule.

(a) stamps in payment of postage or other postal fees or stamp duty; 

(b) a gummed label completely adherent to the card, and bearing the 

name and address of the person to whom the card is sent; 

(c) a similar label not exceeding 5 centimetres in length and 2 centi¬ 

metres in width bearing the name and address of the sender of 
the card; and 

(d) engravings, illustrations, drawings and photography on very thin 

paper and completely adherent to the card. 

Stamps In payment of stamp duty mav be affixed only to the back of the 
post-card. The articles specified in Clauses (c) and (d) may be 
affixed either to the back or the left hand half of the address side.” 

14. For sub-rule (11 of rule 15 of the said Rules, the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

"(1) Unregistered letters, letter cards, post-cards and book packets may be 
transmitted by post for express delivery to any place not more than 
8 kilometres distant from a Telegraph Office,’’ 
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15. For sub-rule (3) of rule 15 of the said Rules, the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

''(3) Express delivery shall not be made of any postal article, whether it 
does or does not satisfy the provisions of sub-rule ( 2 ) to any place 
more than 8 kilometres distant from a Telegraph Office.” 

16. In rule 20 of the said Rules— 

fa) for sub-rule ( 1 ), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely: —

“28. Papers of any kind, periodicals, and books impressed in “Braille” or 
other special type for the use of the blind, shall be transmitted by 
post as "blind literature” packets, provided that they are posted in. 
accordance with the following conditions:— 

(a) The packet shall consist only of articles specially impressed as des¬ 

cribed above for the use of the blind, and shall not contain any 
communication either in writing or printed in ordinary type, except 
the title and table of contents of the book or periodicals, and any 
key to, or instructions for, the use of the special type, or any 
enclosure except a label for the return of the packet. 

(b) The packet shall bear on the outside the inscription ‘‘Literature for 

the Blind,” and the written or printed name and address of the 
sender. 

(c) The packet shall be posted either without a cover, or in a cover open 

at both ends which can easily be removed for the purpose of 
examination. 

(d) The dimensions of the packet shall conform to the following maxi¬

"36. Human and other viscera may be transmitted by post to chemical exa¬ 
miners for analysis subject to the following conditions:— 

(a) The suspected viscus or other material to be sent for examination shall 
bo enclosed in a glass bottle or jar, fitted with a stopper or sound cork. 

(b) Great care shall be taken that the stopper or cork of the bottle fits tightly. 
This precaution Is specially necessary when alcohol is used as a preservative; In 
such cases a ring of bee’s wax or candle-wax shall be placed round the lip of the 
bottle so as to cover the shoulder of the stopper. The stopper shall be carefully 
fastened down with bladder or leather and sealed. 

(c) The glass bottle or jar shall then be placed in a strong wooden or tin box, 
which shall be large enough to allow of a layer of raw cotton, at least 18 millimetres 
thick, being placed between the bottle or jar and the box, 

(d) The box itself shall be encased in cloth, which shall be securely closed 
and sealed. The seals shall be at Intervals not exceeding 7i centimetres along 
each seam. All the seals shall be of the same kind of wax and shall bear distinct 
impressions of the same device, The device shall not be that of a current coin 
or merely a series of straight, curved or crossed lines,” 

22. For clause (b) of rule 37 of the said Rules, the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

"(b) The cultures or other articles aforesaid shall be securely packed in a 
hermetically closed tin of adequate strength which shall be placed In a strong 
outer box of wood or tin with a layer of at least 18 milimetres of raw cotton-wool 
between the inner and outer case.” 

23. For rule 40 of the said Rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

'■40. Osmlc acid (Osmium tetroxide) may be transmitted by the Inland roet 
subject to the following conditions:— 

(a) The acid shall be securely packed in a hermetically sealed stout glass 

capsule which shall be embedded in the centre of a tin case filled 
with fine sand in such a manner as to leave a layer of sand not less 
than 4 centimetres between any part of the glass capsule and the 
inside of the tin case. 

(b) The outside of the tin case shall be labelled in red letters 6 millimetres 

high "OSMIC ACID-DANGEROUS TO HANDLE”. 

(c) The tin case shall be soldered down and placed in an outer box cf wood 

of reasonable strength with a layer of at least 25 millimetres of raw 
cotton wool between the inner tin case and the outer wooden box. 

(d) The outside of the wooden box shall also be labelled in red letter "OSMIC 
ACID”. 
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(e) The quantity of the acid enclosed in a capsule shall not exceed two grama 
and not more than one capsule shall be enclosed in a parcel.” 


24. For rule 50-B of the said Rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:—- 

"50-B, (1) If the addressee of (a) an inward foreign packet (or bag) of printed 
papers or business papers, or (b) an inward foreign insured letter or insured box, 
fails to take delivery of it within seven days following the date of its first presen¬ 
tation or the date of delivery to him or to his accredited agent of an intimation 
of its arrival, and if it weighs more than 500 grams, a warehousing charge at 
the rate of 35 naye paise per day commencing from the eighth day, shall be 
collected from the addressee at the time of delivery. 

(2) If the addressee of (a) an inward foreign packet (or bag) of printed papers 
or business papers, or (b> an inward foreign insured letter or insured box, addressed 
"Poste Restante”, fails to take delivery of it within seven days following the date 
of its arrival in the office of delivery, and if it weighs more than 500 grams, a 
warehousing charge at the rate of 35 naye paise per day, commencing from the 
eighth day, shall be collected from the addressee at the time of delivery.” 


25. For clause (a) of rule 66(1) of the said Rules, the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

“(aj Any parcel exceeding 4 kg. in weight.” 

26. For sub-rule (2) of rule 87 of the said Rules, the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

"(2) Insured boxes must be of metal or wood and when a wooden box is used 
The wood must be at least 8 millimetres thick. The surfaces of the top and bottom 
of the box must be covered with white paper to receive the address of the 
addressee, the declaration of insured value and the impression of the °, 
stamps The box must be tied round crosswise with strong string, without knots, 
the two ends of the string being held together and sealed m fine wax bearing a 
private mark, in such a way that the box cannot be opened without either breaking 
the seal or leaving obvious traces of violation. The box must also be sealed on 
the four sides.” 

27. For rule 107-A of the said Rules, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

"107-A(1) If the addressee of (a) an inward foreign value payable packet (or 
bag) of printed papers or business papers, or (b) an inward forei^i value paya 
. to lake delivery of it within seven days following the date ol 

Rs first presentation^/ the date o? delivery to him or to his accredited agent of 
an intimation of its arrival, and if it weighs more than 500 gram:s a 
.charge at the rate of 35 naye paise per day cammencmg from the eighth day, shal 
rbe collected from the addressee at the time of delivery. 

Tf the addressee of (a) an inward foreign value-payable packet (or bagl of 

letter, addressed "Poste Restante more 

following the date of its arrival in theoffice of Lv«ry^n.a com 
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
